SECTION B: REMARKS 

I. INTRODUCTION 

This Amendment is responsive to the Office Action dated January 27, 2004. 
Claims 10-17 and 23-25, and 38-67 are pending in this application. Claims 10-17 and 
23-25 and 38-51 are deemed to contain allowable subject matter. Claims 52-67 are 
presently subject to rejection.

Claims 52 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Newman (U.S. Pat. No. 5,837,913, hereinafter "Newman"). 

Claims 54-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Newman in view of Mapson. 

Claims 62-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Newman in view of Mapson and Curtis. 

Claims 60 and 61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Newman in view of Gallagher. 

II. AMENDMENTS TO ACCEPT ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Applicant again notes with appreciation the subject matter deemed allowable in 
Claims 10-17, 23-25 and 38-51. The amendments made herein are done so in 
conformity with the comments of the previous Office Action. This amendment, as 
further detailed below, seeks to simply accept allowed claims, adopt requirements as to 
form to non-allowed claims containing allowable subject matter, and cancel non- 
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allowable claims containing non-allowable subject matter without prejudice to the filing 
of any later divisional or reissue applications. 

Specifically, Applicant has canceled Claims 52-67 herein, without prejudice. 

Therefore, Claims 10-17, 23-25, and 38-51 remain pending in this case and all 
are in allowable form.
